By  a  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  fiscal  year, 
heretofore  ending  the  last  day  of  November,  has  been  changed, 
and  will  end  with  the  calendar  year,  the  last  day  of  December ; 
therefore,  this  report  is  for  thirteen  months,  from  December  I, 
1881  to  December  31,  1882,  inclusive. 

The  business  for  this  period,  compared  with  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  previous  j'ears,  shows  an  increase  in  receipts  of 
,$8,920.89,  and  increase  in  expenses  of  $3,901.55,  and  a  profit  of 
$171,822.75. 

The  following  items  have  been  charged  in  the  expense 
accounts  for  these  thirteen  months  which  belonged  to  previous 
years  :

Also,  in  the  item  of  car  repairs,  has  been  charged  the  cost 
of  building  one  new  car,  S725.00,  which  was  exchanged  for  four 
one  horse  cars  which  are  running  0.1  the  FranklinviUe  e.vtension. 

The  mortgage  payable,  amounting  to  $3  ,500,  which  appeared 
in  the  last  annual  report,  has  been  paid. 
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While  we  necessarily  liad  to  embrace  in  our  report  the 
period  of  time,  for  reason  as  stated  above,  we  hereby  submit  a 
brief  summary  of  our  operations  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1882.  We  had  to  pay  much  larger  prices  for  corn,  amount- 
ing in  the  aggregate  to  ^10,522.36  more  than  in  1881,  and  to 
meet  these  extra  demands  on  our  resources,  it  became  necessary 
to  use  and  enforce  economy,  and,  wherever  practicable,  reduce  all 
expenses  not  found  inconsistent  with  the  complete  and  efficient 
maintenance  of  the  road  in  all  its  departments.  It  was  found 
that  a  number  of  employees  could  be  dispensed  with,  which 
would  render  those  retained  more  efficient,  and  thereby  produce 
a  double  saving.  Our  pay  roll  has  been  reduced  by  this  means 
to  the  amount  of  $13,286.35,  and  this  has  been  done  without 
reducing  the  wages  of  any  of  our  employees.  A  change  in  our 
veterinary  department  and  stabling  have  also  effected  considerable 
saving. 

Concerning  our  general  operations,  we  have  extended  our 
tracks  on  Berks  Street  to  Sixth  Street,  and  have  thereby  released 
to  us  a  valuable  lot  of  ground.  Our  track  has  been  put  in  good 
order  the  whole  length  of  our  line,  and  wherever  required  new 
lumber  and  rails  have  been  supplied.  The  greater  part  of  Ken- 
sington Avenue  has  been  rebuilt.  In  Frankford,  we  have  put 
down  one  new  steel  curve  and  new  frogs,  and  turnpiked  the  street 
up  to  our  depot.  On  Front  and  Berks  Streets,  we  laid  two  new 
steel  curves,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  Berks  Street  has  been 
renewed. 

We  have  been  subjected  to  large  outlay  by  the  requirements 
of  the  Highway  Department  on  the  repairs  of  streets,  new  cross- 
ing stones  at  the  intersections  and  intermediate  points.  We  have 
one  new  dummy  and  engine  nearly  completed.  A  new  boiler 
has  been  put  in  to  furnish  steam  for  the  stationary  engine  in  the 
shops  and  mill.  During  the  past  year,  the  business  of  the  road 
has  increased  notwithstanding  our  territory  has  been  invaded  by 
the  extension  of  competing  lines.
